Only general talks on arms 
with Sadat, Kissinger says

WASHINGTON. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said yester- 
day that the subject of U.S. mili- 
tary aid to Egypt will be on the 
agenda during President Sadat's 
visit to Was later this month. 
But he added that it will be dis- 

cussed only “in general terms.” 

Interviewed over NBC's “Meet the 
Press,” Kissinger said: “We are 
prepared to discuss it (military aid) 
with him (Sadat) but at this tine 
not in terms of specific shopping 
ists.” 

President Ford, in a recent inter- 
view, confirmed that the U.S. is 
considering supplying arms to Egypt, 
adding that an “implied commit- 
ment” from the U.S. to Egypt al- 
ready exists. But other American 
officials have repeatedly stressed 
that no final decision has yet been 
reached by the Administration. 

“President Sadat has indicated to 
many visitors,” Kissinger said yea- 
terday, ‘that he would ask for 
(U.S.) military aid, having interr- 

his relationship with the So- 

viet Union. We don’t know whether 
in fact he will have a specific shop- 
ping δὲ or whether in fact he will 
shopping list or 

whether he will ask for It In gen- 
eral, I don’t think that we will be 


prepared at this moment to make 
any specific commitments of military 
aid, but we will be prepared to 
discuss the problem with him in 
general terms.” 

Egypt is reported to be seeking 
from the U.S. planes, advanced 
tanks, artillery, missiles, communi- 
cations equipment and other military 
items. Until now Egypt has received 
merely some jeep-type vehicles and 
heavy trucks, paid for In cash. The 
U.S. is expected to provide Egypt 
with between $850m. to $800m. in 
various forms of economic assis- 
tance, 

Regarding Kissinger’s assertion 
last week that the end of the step- 
by-step diplomatic effort in the 
Middle East may be approaching, 
the Secretary added yesterday that 


“we then have to find some larger 
framework whieh combines several 
of the issues and several of the 
parties, maybe, all of the issues 
and all of the parties.” 

This appeared to be a reference 
to elther an informal multilateral 
conference on the Middie East — 
& proposal raised by Kissinger at 
the UN General Assembly recently 
— or a reference to the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference. 

Kissinger did not specifically rule 
out continued efforts at reaching 
another partial agreement, adding 
that “we are in a process of con- 
sultation about that now.” 

The Secretary attempted to down- 
play the effect of U.S. pressure on 
Israel in diplomatic negotiations.

@ December 1: Egyptians take 


over entire Abu Rodeis oil field 
corridor. (This event might be 
marked by the Egyptians ceremonial- 
ly in the presence of President 
Anwar Sadat.) 
@ December 28: Egyptian engin- 

eering units enter the Gidi pass 
area to begin construction of their 
warning station (located southeast 
of the Israel-controlled Um Khashiba 
warning’ post). 

The interim settlement arrange- 
ments, involving an Israeli pullback 
from a 5,000 sg. km. portion of 
Sinai's western flank, is scheduled to 
be completed in February. The early 
provisional timetable concerning the 
first stages in implementing the 
interim pact made no mention of the 
transit of the first Israeli cargo 
through the Suez Canal. This is 
expected to take place in the third 
week of this month. 


_ Rabin: Syria 


will try to 
foil accord

Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said last night that Israel ex- 
pects attempts by Syria and the 
PLO, and possibly by the Soviet 
Union, to thwart implementation 
of the interim Sinai accord and 
mar the atmosphere of gradual 
reconciliation which the accord 
was intended to foster. 

Addressing the final dinner of the 
eight-day United Jewish Appeal 
study conference at the Knesset, 
Mr. Rabin said October 24 — the 
date for the renewal of the UNEF 
mandate — would be a test of Rus- 
sian intentions toward the progress 
to peace launched by the interim 
agreement, He noted, however, that 
Egypt seemed to be serious in its 
Getermination: to implement the ac. 
cord. 

The Prime Minister expressed 
wonder at the silence of Christians 
around the world over the fighting 
in Lebanon, “where the fate of one 
million Christians is at stake.” He 
called Lebanon “more free and 
democratic than most of the Arab 
countries,” adding that he hoped 
that country would have the 
strength to preserve its integrity in 
Spite of the conflict within its 
borders. 

From public statements by Syrian 
leaders, as well as from diplomatic 
channels, he continued, it appeared 
that Syria does not want to nego- 
tiate with Israel, Nevertheless, Is- 
rael would continue to observe the 
disengagement with Syria on a re- 
ciprocal basis, said the Prime Min- 
ister. 


The next critical date on the 
calendar — after the UNEF re- 
newal — would be November 30, 
when the UNDOF mandate runs out 
on the Golan, He said he hoped that 
date would also pass quietly, “We 
have to be cool, careful and fully 
aware," he said, “it’s going to take 
a long period until it will bear re- 
sults.” 

One of the greatest constraints to 
co-existence with Israel's neighbours, 
said Mr. Rabin, was the Arab attitude 
toward Israel. The interim accord in 
Sinai has brought changes “I con- 
sider to be positive” In Israel-Egypt 
relations, and many aspects of the 
accord “have gone beyond my ex- 
pectations.” One result of the accord 
— Soviet indignance at not having 
a part in the negotiations — led toa 
“slowing down, if not more than that, 
of the shipment of arms from Russia 
to Egypt.” 

USA General Chairman Frank 
Lautenberg told the 250 top contri- 
butors on the mission that the DJA 
is committed to raise $600m. in the 
forthcoming 1976 campaign, and that 
$8.5m. had already been pledged by 
the participants of the mission so far. 

Donald Robinson of Pittsburgh 
read alcud the resolutions reached 
by ἃ conference committee (which 
were approved unanimously by the 
participants at the dinner): to assure 
the vitality of the people of Israel 
and of Jewish life everywhere; to 
strengthen links among Jews around 
the world and of Jewish education. 

The participants spent yesterday 
morning and afternoon visiting Gall- 
lee development towns and border 
Settlements on the Golan Heights. 


ASSAD, SOVIETS PLAN STRATEGY 
Limited war or quiet 
are Syrian options

Syria and the Soviet Union have 
probably settled on one of two broad 
options for their future strategy, 
according to observers here. One 
possibility is for the Assad regime 
to embark on an active policy of 
limited hostilities against Israel in 
the near future and the other is a 
period of quiet, devoted to building 
Syria’s military strength and at- 
tempting to enlist Arab support for 

Both options are aimed at wreck- 
ing the U.S.-spopsored interim Si- 
nai agreement and forcing Cairo to 
abandon. its reliance on America and 
resume active confrontation with 
Israel. ἢ 

The feeling is that President As- 
sad’s visit to Moscow last week in- 
dicates Syria's complete disaffec- 
tion with the possibilities offered by 
the U.S. initiative and reflects the 
growing polarization within the 
Arab camp, 

Whether or not Syria (and Rus- 
sia) decides to renew the mandate 
of the UN force on the Golam, Is- 
rael observers are convinced that 
tension will rise until the end of 
November deadline renewal, with 
Damascus trying to make as much 
Political capital as possible out of 
the by-now accustomed threat of 
renewed hostilities. 

According to this assessment, 
there is a great degree of mutual 
dependence between Syria and the 
Soviets. If Syria decides to go to 
Geneva for talks on am overall set- 
tlement, it will need Moscow's po- 
litical backing and there is no pos- 
sibility of waging war, however li- 
mited, without Russian aid. Even if 
Syria attempts limited operations, 
or merely permits Palestinian ter- 
Torists to operate against Israel 
from its territory, there is no guar- 
antee that Israel] will allow Damas- 
cus to call the tune, and Soviet mi-~ 
litary aid must therefore be assured 
beforehand. 


FULL TAX RULED FOR PILOTS

Israel on its own for long 
enough to draw Egypt into the 
conflict, and is also apparently dis- 
appointed with the results of its 
efforts to set up a unified eastern 
front with Jordan and Iraq. There 
jig therefore a possibility, observers 
say, that Syria may devote the 
next year or two to expanding its 
own army and air force and trying 
to consolidate the bloc, which could 
muster as many as 15 divisions if 
all parties joined in. 

This would not be easy, with 
Jordan showing signs now of not 
wanting to commit itself totally to 
‘military action, which would only 
serve Syrian interests and not be 
part of a fully coordinated Arab 
effort, including Egypt. The conflict 
between Syria and Iraq is believed 
to be as deep as ever, although 
Assad has withdrawn the troops 
which he sent to the Iraqi border 
half ἃ year ago. 

Meanwhile, there has been no 
shift in the deployment of the Sy- 
Tlan troops om the Israel border 
and all military activities there are 
of routine nature, it is learned.

Doctors: Cow’s milk is no substitute 


. 90% of mothers don’t 
nurse thei mfants

The Secretary added: "So I be- 
Neve that the nature of our rela- 
tionship with Israel gives us suffi- 
cient opportunities to have our 
views heard sympathetically." The 
U.S. assurances to Israel that have 
been published, he continued, “have 
been characteristic of American- 
Israeli relations through the whole 
history of American-Israell rela- 
Uons," but the only difference is 
that similar assurances have never 
been disclosed in the past.” 

The Secretary, who was asked

A group of 75 members of the 
Ancient and Honourable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts con- 
cluded a four-day visit to Israel 
yesterday. They visited the holy 
places in Bethlehem and Jerusalem, 
were received by President Ephraim 
Katzir, laid ἃ. wreath at the Mount 
Herzl military cemetery (in the 
presence of U.S. Ambassador Mal- 
colm Toon), and planted trees in the 
Kennedy Forest outside the Capital. 

The company is one of the three 
oldest military units In the world 
and was the first military company 
chartered in tthe Western Hemi- 
sphere — in 1688. Only the Vatican's 
Swiss Guard (chartered in 1506) 
and the Honourable Artillery Com- 
pany of London (1537) have longer 
histories. 


The company was originally form- 
ed to protect American settlers in 
the Colony of Massachusetts against 
Indians. Its members subsequently 
fought on every battlefield in New 


y England, and four of its members 


received the nation's highest mili- 
tary .decoration, the Medal of Ho- 


nour. Four U.S. Presidents — Ja- 
mes Monroe, Chester Arthur, Calvin 
Coolidge and John F. Kennedy — 
were members. 

The company —- whose sought- 
after membership, is lmited to 550 
— has its armoury and a military 
museum at Boston’s famous Faneuil 
Hall, where its weekly meetings are 
held. It has a tradition of making 
goodwill tours of foreign countries 
once a year. Last year !t visited 
Dublin, Copenhagen and Moscow, 
where members marched in full 
dress uniform in Red Square. The 
year before the company visited 
Hamburg, and in 1972 they were 
in France, Spain and Morocco. 

The company 15 headed by a 
captain, its highest rank, and 811 
officers are elected. Its present head 
is Ernest J. Montilio, an imfantry 
colonel in World War II. “With us 
you may have a retired colonel 

for election as a sergeant,” 
said affable Capt. Montilio, who 
modestly imtroduces himself as a 
pastry baker. (He heads his coun- 
try’s best-known baking and con- 
fectionery establishment, which often 
caters at White House affairs.)

Hiring technicians

WASHINGTON. — With the final 
Congressional authorization of the 
U.S. presence in Sinai completed, 
the State Department can‘now turn 
its attention to recruiting the 200 
American civilian volunteers who 
will join Israeli and Egptian sol 
diers at two separate early warning 
stations and will ΟἹ three other 
US. tactical installations by them- 

selves. 

Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer said last month that the 
American technicians will not be 
dispatched to the Sinai buffer zone 


B until Israel enters the final 


stage 
of withdrawal, scheduled for Feb- 


ruary. 

Officials of the National Security 
Council, under the direction of Un- 
der Secretary of State Joseph Sisco, 
are currently completing a task 
force study on how to recruit the 
technicians. 

The resolution approved by Con- 
gress does not include any time 
limit for the U.S. stay in Sinai, 
although the Ysraeli-Egyptian in- 
terim agreement has 2a minimum 
three-year duration. 

It has been reported here that 
the State Department will hold ul- 
timate responsibility over the tech- 
nicians, and not the Pentagon or 
the Central Intelli Agency. 
Kissinger is determined scrupu- 
Ἰουδὶν to avoid any “military taint.” 

President Ford told a new con- 
ference last Thursday evening that 
the techniclans will be found very 
soon. “I can only tell you,” he said, 
“that the technicians will be Amer- 
ican civilians. They are highly qua- 
Uified, very technically oriented indi- 


viduals who have to operate very. 


sophisticated electronic equipment. 
I am certain they will not be in 
the military.” 

Sisco initially told a Congression- 
al committee last month that the 
cost of maintaining the U.S. tech- 


niciang will be $1-10m. during 
the first year, and approximately 
$10m, every year thereafter. 

will have to approve se- 
parate authorization and appropria- 
tion bills for these funds. 

But since Sisco’s testimony, other 
American officials have indicated 
that the cost for the first year 
might run as high as §20m. 

The officials have also pointed 
out that the technicians are likely 
to be recruited from the U.S. firms 
that manufacture the electronic and 
radar equipment used at the Sinai 
stations. The State Department has 
been flooded with requests from 
US. Viemmam veterans who want to 
go to Sinai, 

Informed sources said yesterday 
that the technicians are likely to 
receive between $30,000-$40,000 
@ year, plus additional expenses for 
family and transportation costs. 

Kissinger said last week that the 
technicians will be directly respon- 
sible“to the United States, but will 
algo report to Israel, Egypt and 
the United Nations. The Secretary 
said that they will be under the 
orders of only the United States. 

The final approval of the Con- 

st resolution also paves the 
way for putting into force the bila- 
teral U.S.-Israeli memoranda of 
agreement initialled by Kissinger 
and Foreign Minister Allon in Jeru- 
salem on Sept. 1, Kissinger said last 
week that the U.S. and Israel would 
affix their full signatures to the 
agreements after Congress passed 
the resolution. 

But Kissinger also indicated that 
the only legally binding obligations 
by the U.S. contained in those me- 
moranda are the dispatch of the 
technicians and the assurance to 
provide Israel with oil if other 
sources are shut off. The other nu- 
merous undertakings, Kissinger said, 
are merely diplomatic “statements 
of intent” and do not carry legally 
binding authority.

U.K. farmers 
may start 
growing 
tobacco 
LONDON (UPI). — Experiments 
which might lead to British farmers 
taking up tobacco growing are being 


conducted by two of the big names in 
the tobacco business, Rothman's 


‘International and British American 


Tobacco (BATS). 

Taking up where those hardy war- 
time smokers who grew their own 
tobacco in their back gardens left 
off, the two companies have now 
produced two crops on a two-acre 
site in Warwickshire. 

“It grows adeguately,” said a

different years we have produced 
nice looking plants. But we cannot 
yet say whether it will be viable 
economically.” 

The aim now is to improve results 
of Britain's joining the Common 
Market, whose common agriculture 
policy will mean a 6 pence (12 cents a 
thousand) tariff on imported tobac- 
co.

New ways of

TEL AVIV.— “The times they are 
a-changing’ go the words of a 
Bob Dylan folksong and no better 
indication of this is avallable than 
at Isspro—the international safety, 
security and protection exhibition 
now underway at the exhibition

The variety of equipment for 
protecting one's apartment or pro- 
perty stands as a memorial to that 
era when — or 90 the old-timers 
claim — one didn't think of lock- 
ing the door of one's apartment. 


A substantial portion of the ex- 
hibition is devoted to safety, primari- 
ly at work. Included here are hearing 
protectors, asbestos sults, eye jqro- 
tectors and the like, all necessary 
Precautions since, unfortunately, one 
out of eight in the Israeli work- 
force are injured each year due 


to accidents on the job. Moreover, 


experts eStimate that 70 per cent 
of these accidents could be pre- 
vented by minimum safety precau- 
tions. 

Important a topic as work safety 
16, the exhibit somehow Jacks the 
crowd-drawing excitement of the 
security display. Claxons, bells and 
sireng sound out as the various 
representatives of the participating 
firms demonstrate their equipment. 
The simplest of the various 
systems shown sets off an alarm 
when an electrical circuit is broken 
at a window or door. 


At the other extreme is the soph- 
isticated microwave intruder de- 
tector. The brochure deseribes ἃ 
“single transceiver unit which trans- 
mits an extremely high frequency 
radio signal into the surveillance 
area and compares it to the reflect- 
ed signal. The motion of an intruder 
within the protected area (7x25 
metres) will cause a change in the 
frequency of the reflected signal, 
creating an alarm.”

Computer use must be extended

TEL AVIV. — “The continued ‘com- 
puterization’ of the economy is a 
vital necessity,"" according to Dov 
Chevion, chairman of the Informa- 
tion Processing Association of 
Israel. He was speaking at a press 
conference held Sunday, prior to the 
the 10th National Data easing 
Conference to be held today and 
tomorrow at Binyenei Ha’ooma in 
Jerusalem. ᾿ 


Mr. Chevion said that the question 
now was.no longer whether it was 
worthwhile or not to have com- 
puters. The figures speak for 
themselves: in ten yeara the number 
of computers has increased from 26 
to 490. 

There were other indications as 
well. Most dramatic, and termed a 
“miracle” by Mr. Chevion was the 
continued functioning of the 
economy the Yom Kippur 
War. “If the country had not been as 
computerized to the degree it was, 
the economy would have collapsed. 
Important systems within the 
economy, the banks, for example, 
could be operated by comparative- 
ly few individuals at a time when 
“hardly any workers were present, 
only because the banks have com- 
puterized their activities.” 

The problem facing the country 
now is to extend the use of com- 
puters. In the U.S., he said, about 
thirty per cent of the work force 15 in 


one way or the other dependent upon 
computers to carry out their work. 
In ten years, the figure is expected to 
reach 70 per cent. 

While no precise figures were 
available as to the percentage of the 
Israel work force dependent upon 
«computers, it was certainly less than 
30 per cent. “If Israeli production ig 
to increase and become sufficiently 
efficient to compete in the inter- 
national market, then this gap 
between Israel and the West must be 
closed." 

Mr. Chevion admitted that the ex- 
tension of computer and data 
processing systems was apt to lead 
to an invasion of privacy and the 
association recognized the necessity 
of enacting appropriate legislation. 
Among the measures enacted in the 
West was the right of individuals to 
know what personal information 
about them was on file. This, it 1a 
claimed, would give them the oppor- 
tunity to react in an appropriate 
manner. 

Asked whether the country had 
drawn the appropriate conclusiona 
from the Yom Kippur War and the 
importance of computera to the 
economy, Mr. Chevion replied that a 
memorandum had beer presented to 
Meleh (emergency wartime ser- 


vices) but as yet a plan for using” 


computera to cope with the man- 
power shortage in the event of 
another war, had not yet been work- 
ed out.

STUDENTS in the dormitory at the 
Ort Vocational High School in 
Netanya see their programme as a 
way to simultaneously “Jearn a 
trade, do Bagrui and get away from 

the problems at home."’ 

Eliezer Shmueli. assistant to the 
Director-General of the Ministry of 
Education, describes it as '‘the best 
per capita investment in education 
in our entire system." 

For Sol and Betty Steinberg of 
Florida, who contributed the funds to 
build the first of four new dormitory 
buildings planned for the Ort. 
Netanya campus, it is a chance to 
help bright. but disadvantaged 
Israeli youth pull themselves, and 
the country, up by the bootstraps. 

“When people thank me, 1 am em- 
barrassed,"” Mr. Steinberg said at 
the official opening of the dormitory 
last month. “Because when 1 build a 
dormitory it gives you kids a 
chance. I'm told that even before 
this dormitory had a name you kids 
had the best record in the country for 
completing your school careers. 
What I want to know is how you're 
going to beat that record now?" 

The dormitory — one of several 
such programmes for gifted, disad- 
vantaged high schoolers, sponsored 
by the Ministry of Education through 
the Educational Advancement 
Association --- was previously hous- 
ed in a building originally built to ac- 
commodate Afri¢an teachers train- 
ing at Ort. Together, the old and new 
dormitories can now accommodate 


"470 students. When the other three 


hoped-for new buildings are con- 
structed, over 400 students will be 
housed in the dormitory and the old 
building will be turned over to the 
Ort Junior College on the same cam- 


us. 
Ῥ “Today the dormitory students 
comprise 10 per cent of our student 

.”' explained the principal, Arie 
Reichman. ‘‘The Ministry of Educa- 
tion selects them on the basis of 
psychometric testa, intelligence and 
socio-economic criteria. Some are 
from broken homes; others are from 
large families in over-crowded flats 
where studying would be difficult. 
And for those who come from 
development towns, there is often 
not a school in their localities which 
would enable them to develop to 
their fullest potential." 

But even when students are hand- 
picked, the adjustment is not always 
easy. Their elementary school 
education was not always adequate 
and extra help with homework or 
small tutorial group sessions must 
bridge the gap. In addition, the “‘ex- 
cellent’’ student in a poor elemen- 
tary school may be at the bottom of 
his class in a demanding high school 
— and this has psychological, as well 
as educational, implications. 

“Every new student goes through 
a hard time,"’ remarked Aharon Et- 
zionl, director οὗ the dormitory. 
“Remember that the best place in 


the world isn't as good as home, no 

matter how bad home was. We also

“It's ἃ 24-hour-a-day jab,"" “Mesr, 
one of the counsellors, said. ‘'I live 
here with my family and invite the 
students, individually or in small 
groups, for informal home visits. I 
also have to be around to help 


: whenever there is a problem..It. fs... 


often hard for them to learn to share 
and to compromise; everybody 
wants the best bed, the best room, 
and 50 on. 

“We solve these problems through 
group discussion. Recently we had a 
case where one student lent another 
ἃ pocket computer who broke it. It 
‘was decided that the borrower would 
work over the summer to earn the 
IL300 which the machine had cost. 
Perhaps all the efforts of the last few 
years helped to bring this matter toa 
successful resolution." 


THOUGH THE STUDENTS were 
busy preparing a dance presentation 
for the dedication ceremony, two 
girls in their junior year took time 
out to tell me about their life in the 
dorm. One, Malka, said she had 


come because her father had died 
and her mother was ill and ‘I just 
wanted to get away from all the 
problems."" 

Zehava, one of eight children, felt 
she could get a better education 
away from home. “One thing about 
living in the dorms, it's never 
boring,” Zehava said. ‘There is 
always something to do." 

“Of course,"" Malka put in, ‘you 
also don't have any privacy. You 
can’t just sit down quietly to read a 
book. Sorneone is always talking or 
coming into your room and we live 
four in a room here."* 

“But you read anyway, don't 
you?" one of the officials accom- 
panying me asked her. 

“Of course. I just said it’s not like 
home." 

I asked the girls how they feel 
about organized dormitory life. 
Each student must participate in at 
least one club and group activities, 
though officially not compulsory, 
cannot be missed by anyone who 
values his social status within the 
group, not to mention the favour of 
the madrich, 

“Things really aren't all that 
regimented here. Of course, it 
sometimes bothers you when youare 
ever your head in schoolwork and 
have to put it aside to participate in 
some group activity which 
somebody else planned for you. But I 
really don’t have any complaints. At 
night, the lights are turned out at 11 
and if you wasted too much time dur- 
ing the afternoon and evening you 
may not have all your homework 
done. But in the new dorm we have~: 
night lights and we can also do our 
homework in the clubroom after 
“lights out' if we get permission. The 
only time the counsellors get tough is 
if they suspect that someone is mak- 
ing ἃ habit of fooling around and will 
not be able to get up at 6:30 in the 
morning.” 

Though the Ort school in Netanya 
offers a variety of vocational train- 
ing programmes for students of all 
levels. the dormitory is limited to 
those students who will be doing 
bagrut and are in the top vocational 
courses: electronics, electricity, 
mechanics, equipment and control 
(which deals mainly with controlling 
aircraft instruments) and machine 
officer training for work on board 
ship. All except the last are 
coeducational.

Unconventional Bach 


THE CHAMBER MUSIC season 
opened at the Tel Aviv Museum with 
Valery Maisky, who gave us ‘An 
Hour of 1.5. Bach's Organ Music" 
(Tel Aviv, Oct. 4). Maisky chose an 
attractive and rather unconven- 
tional programme: five Chorale- 
Preludes from “Orgel-buechiein,"’ 
three Schuebler Chorales, three 
Choral Fantasies from 
“Klavieruebung II, a Trio Sonata 
and Fantasy and Fugue in G-minor. 

Although Maisky did much better 
than on previous occasions, the per- 
formance was only adequate. Some 
technica] hitches, his loose approach 


to rhythm and his generally slow 
tempi still occasionally detracted 
from the texture, but the main 
weakness this time seemed to be his 
inability to build an impressive 
Baroque movement, to start the 
melodic progression and let develop 
towards its final cadence. 


The organ is such an overwhelm: 
ing instrument that its sheer sound 
impresses, but that should not 
deceive us. Most of Maisky's 
movements hardly went beyond the 
effect of sound. 
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Monopolies that can be broken 


YERUHAM MESHED, Secretary-General of the Histadrut, 
has repeatedly condemned the traditional practice of conelud- 
ing a single collective agreement for the whole economy. 
Each brauch,: he says, should negotiate its own separate 
contract; and he does not conceal his hope that the production 
branches, notably industry and ferming, will get more than 


the services. ᾿ Β 
Yet when it comes to wage demands, the services are in 


the forefront. They practically monopolise the wage disputes 
and strikes that have been afflicting society. A few weeks 
ago, Education Minister Aharon Yadlin refused, as he phrased 
it, “to reduce school meals further in order to grant the 
university librarians’ demands for a higher wage.” More re- 
cently, Judge Ya’acov Segal, called upon to arbitrate a bid 
by the Civil Servants Union to “update” various allowances, 
found against the union. He pointed out that the existing 
collective agreement does not provide for any such adjust- 
ments. : 

But the agreement expires next March 31, after which there 
will be tremendous pressure for new benefits. The pressure 
will be less in the production sectors for the simple reason 
that industry cannot afford to pay more. Commercial services 
face a similar constraint. Empty restaurants, and the current 
lag in turnover among retailers are evidence of that. 

‘The civil service, plus State-owned concerns such as ἘΠ Al, 
the Ports Authority and the Israel Electricity Corporation 
(IEC), are immune to market forces. And over-manning is 
often flagrant. When a private company delivers kerosene, 
one man drives the truck, connects the hose and collects 
payment. Staff members of the TEC, or the municipal sanita- 
tion squads, seem to be less qualified. The man who does the 
repair work seemingly cannot drive a van. Two men are 
needed, where private firms use one. 

Budget cuts are not enough to maximize efficiency. In 
desperation, some departments have tried to commission out- 
side firms to take over certain i activities. Attempts 
were made, for example, to contract out the cleaning work 
in Government offices. Ben-Gurion Airport would like to get 
rid of its porter services in that way. Last week, Mayor 
Shlomo Lahat of Tel Aviv was threatening to replace his 
dustmen by a commercial company. 

Firms in the private sector have to compete; that is why 
they reduce their costs to a minimum. But civil servants 
and employees of State concerns have been well enough en- 
trenched so far to frustrate all economies in staff. It would 
be salutary if the public services could be exposed wherever 
possible to the competitive test that others face. 

It is possible to break up monopolies, even in the field of 
public utilities, through the device of sub-contracting. Why 
Should not the TEC and the Telephone Service engage outside 
eoncerns to do their repair work? Vested interests would 
oppose such a change. Yet a man would be better paid in a 
private company, hecause he would be getting more work 
done. And less labour would be needed for the services re- 
leasing much-needed manpower for the vital production sector.

WE ALL KNOW that we live in 
“a man's world” but “‘a male 
morality,’’ is a term 1658 
familiar, though perhaps more to 
the point.

, however, are not as 
bad as they seem. Colette Khuri, 
a Syrian novelist who back in the 
late ‘fifties shocked the Arab- 
literary world with the publica- 
tion of her first book, an unusual- 
ly frank and daring narrative by 
an emancipated young woman 
entitled Days With Him, recent- 
ly told a Lebanese reporter that 
as far as their place in society 
was concerned the Arab women 
of today have very little to com- 
plain about. They no longer have 
to wear the veil; they work in 
factories and offices side by side 
with men; they mix more or less 
freely socially; and they are 
economically far less dependent 
than they used to be even ten: 
years ago. 

However, Colette Khuri is 
aware that all these gains have 
50 far failed to affect *‘the core of 
the probiem,"’ which in her view 
is: “How does woman fulfil her 
humanity in a stealthy, 
backward society?” Economic 
emancipation, she adds, is just 
not enough; it does not 
automatically give women the 
self-assurance they need. “This 
will take time.” 


MS. KHURI certainly knows 
what she is talking about. Am- 
biguity and a whole set of double 
standards still seem to be the 
rule, and the general Arab at-. 
titude to the emancipation of 
‘women continues to suffer from

MOSCOW (AP). — The award of 
the Nobel Peace Prize to leading 
Soviet dissident Andrei 
Sakharov puts Leonid Brezhnev 
into a box with no easy way out, 
however he reacts. For it comes 
a little more than two months 
after Brezhnev joined leaders of 
34 other countries in signing: a 
document in Helsinki that 
pledges, among other things, 
sympathetic attention to 
humanitarian problems — the 
main thrust of Sakharov's cam- 
paign. 

Now Brezhnev, facing new 
tensions and uncertainties on 
several fronts, must deal with 
the problem of a Sakharov 
suddenly basking in a new glow 
of honour and esteem in much of 
the world. What are Brezhnev 
and his 14 Politburo colleagues 
going to do about Sakharov'’s 
desire to go to Oslo to pick up his 
Nobel award in December, and 
to return? 

The alternatives for the men 
in the Krezulin are not enviable: 
if they refuse to give Sakharov 
an exit and re-entry permit — 
something every travelling 
Soviet must have — there would 
be easily predictable cries of in- 
dignation from the West. 

If they let him go, Sakharov 
would be lionized in the West, 
where ‘he would be for the first 
time in his 54 years. His drive for 
human and freedom for 
what he estimates are several 
thousand political. prisoners in 
the Soviet Union would receive a

other, however, there ia no doubt 
that great progress has been 
achieved, in a relatively short 
period, on the road to equality 
between the sexes in the Arab 
world. A study conducted by an 
Egyptian social scientist over 
20 years ago, for instance, 
revealed the achievements of 
Egyptian women in the field of 
education. Five hundred girls 
at secondary schools, three 
quarters of them aged between 
16 and 18, were interviewed. It 
was found that among the 
mothers of these girls (75 per 
cent of whom were between the 
ages of 39 and 48) two-fifths were 
illiterate and only another two- 
fifths had completed primary 
school. In the preceding genera- 
tion, i.e. among the girls’ grand- 
mothers, nearly three. quarters 
were illiterate and only a tenth 
had completed primary school. 
In addition, the study revealed 
the the girls interviewed enjoyed 
more personal freedom to move 
about, to leave the house alone 


and to stay out later, and to. 


choose their own clothes. 
Parallel differences were 
revealed in the way the modern 
generation of girls spent their 
leisure time, which showed that 
they were far less secluded than 
their mothers. 

Side by side with these prac- 
tical but modest manifestations 
of emancipation, there have 
been some examples of “‘hard- 
core’’ Women's Lib ideas 


propagated by younger women"

the first time ever, ἃ ‘book on.

After reporting on 
some of the devices used to 
restore the ἀρϑθαξαποε of 
virginity to 1s whose misfor- 
eee bad ἜΝ ‘be seduced, 
she asks whether a girl who is 
forced to lie should -be con- 


sidered more honest than one - 


who loses her virginity in an 11- 
conceived premarital affair. In 
her other chapters Dr. Sa’adawi 
resorts to the latest. cliches. used 
in the literature of Women's Lib 
in the West today.— male 
chauvinism, master. and. slave, 
education and repression. She 
calls, among many other things, 
for an immediate end ‘to all 
manifestations of ‘‘departmen- 
talization’’' of men’s and 
women's interests, even in such 
. innocuous matters as women’s 
magazines and the special 
“women's sections” of the press 
— fashion, cookery, home 
decoration and the rest. = - ᾿ 


EVEN IN THE MOST outspoken 
Arab pleas for the liberation of

way ticket out of the Soviet 
Union — as was the case with 
fellow Nobel Laureate Alex- 
ander Solzhenitsyn — another 
outery would probably occur. 
Like Solzhenitsyn, Sakharov has 
no desire to be an exile, despite 
his unhappiness with the Soviet 


regime. 

An alternative would be. to’ 
banish Sakharov to internal ex- 
ile in Siberia or elsewhere out- 
side of Moscow where he would 
no longer have easy contact with 
foreigners and Western 
reporters. But this would hardly 
wash in Hght of Brezhnev's 
signature to the Helsinki docu- 
ment enco free move- 
ment of peoples and ideas. . 

If the Kremlin were to let 

Sakharov go to Oslo silently for 
his prize and return unimpeded, 
it would have the effect of 
suddenly shoring up his human- 
rights followers in the Soviet 
Union, almost giving them a 
tone of respectability. 
MOST OBSERVERS believe 
Sakharov will get his exit and re- 
entry visas, but under a storm of 
sharp criticism in the Soviet 
press — an effort to make 
Sakharov appear 88 a traitor to 
his country. This was doné in the 
case of Solzhenitsyn. 


MEANWHILE, more than. 20 
Soviet exiles will appear in 
Copenhagen this week to give 
testimony on their personal en- 
counter with the kind of alleged 
suppression of human rights that
